BATTLE AT TORREON 


Would Increase Depth of 


Prominent U. S. Harbors so 


Large Warships Can Dock 


Would Be Important One 


as Victory by Rebels 
Would Leave Way Open 
for Advance Into Heart 
of Tederal Territory. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Chihuahua, Mexico, Jan. 21.—Orders 


were issued by Francisco Villa today 
for a concentration of rebel 
forces 


along the railroad north of Torreon. 
The rebels scattered in the state of 
Duraugo and Coahuila and the garri- 
son in Juarez were ordered to' join 
those at Chihuahua, Jiminez and 
Santa Rosilia with a view of prepar- 
ing a formidable front in the project- 
ed rebel advance soutbwaru. Evi- 
dences that have multiplied the fed- 
erals at Torreon are determined if 
possible to check the rebei.ion at that 
point. Torreon is now the northern- 
most federal stronghold in the heart 
of the republic. The federals 
hold, 


that if the revolutionary movement 
from the north is to be stopped at all 
It must be halted there and that the 
loss of Torreon to the rebels would 
leave the way open for Villa's ad- 
vance to Saltillo, Monterey, San Luit 
Potosi and cities near Mexico City. 
Consequently according to reports re- 
ceived here the federals are drawing 
all their available soldiers 
toward 


Torreon in the hope of dealing de- 
cisive blows to the rebels. 


General Villa said he was not in- 


clined to believe the federals would 
evacuate Torreon. He therefore or- 
dered to be concentrated all rebels 
who might be spared from the sur- 
rounding city. Within ten days he 
Said, his available army for the cam- 
paign would number 15,000 well 
equipped soldiers. General Villa him- 
self expects to lead the campaign, but 
not until he has first visited Juarez, 
for which place he planned to leave 
today. The rebels are already within 
striking distance of Torreon. They 
occupy Lerido and Gomez 
Palacio, 


important suburbs. 


The overthrow of Torreon by the 


rebels would leave two routes open 
to Mexico City. One would be direct- 
ly southward through Zacatecas and 
Agua Calientes. The other would be 
eastward through Saltillo and Monte- 
rey and then southward through San 
Lain Potosi. 


As an indication of his intention to 


head his troops and also as an in- 
stance of the summary manner in 
which he appoints important officials. 
General Villa, while preparing to 
take the train for Juarez, turned to 
General Manuel Chao in the 
state 


palace and said: "General Chao, you 
are now governor of the state of Chi- 
huahua, and I leave everything 4n 
your hands while I go at the head ot 
my troops to dethrone the usurper of 
oat liberties."

est vessel that can be passed through 
the Panama canal locks. 
Construc- 


tion of this dock immediately would 
be undertaken and completed within 
24 months. 


Admiral Watt urged that this ac- 


tion was imperative. 
"With the op- 


enirg of the Panama canal", he ex- 
plained, "it is probable 
that our 


principal fleet will have periods of 


duty on the west coast. This pro- 
vision would permit the docking of 
the largest ships at Hunter's 'Point, 
instead of sending them to Seattle, 
900 miles further north, we cannot 
get the battleships to the Mare Is- 
land fiavy yard and even though th,e 
channel were deep enough to send 
them to the yard the present docks 
there would not take ten of 
the 


large vessels of the fleet. The bat- 
tleships contemplated to be sent- to 
the IPaciflc coast will draw 27 to 30 
feet. 
They can get a ship drawing 


24 feet up to Mare Island at low wa- 
ter, though dredging is being done 
with a view to deepening it to se- 
cure 30 feet." 


The admiral also told the com- 


mittee that there were not enough 
dry docks for purposes on the At- 
lantic coast. "It would be unwise," 
he added, "to start the construction 
of any large dock that would not 
take any vessel that 
could 
pass 


through the Panama canal locks 
The cTjal locks" do not fix the ulti- 
mate limit of the size of the ships, 
but it is the limit for a long time to 
come, and the limit of transporta- 
tion from one ocean to the other."

TIME SAVING 
' IN FORD FACTORY 


The work of turning out Ford cars 


abounds in minute details of pro- 
duction which save precious minutes. 


A unique method is used to test 


cylinders to ascertain if they have 
been bored accurately to a thous- 
andth part of an inch, this simply al- 
lowing for the movement of the pis- 
ton head. 


'By old machine methods the cyl- 


inder was bored out and the piston 
head turned and their one was fitted 
to the other. When Ford production 
ran up into hundreds of motor cars 
per day it was obviously impossible 
to test in this way as cylinders were 
bored in one portion of the plant 
while the pistons were being turned 
a great distance away. 


A device was therefore worked 


out iir which an electric globe , is 
used to make the test. (When a cyl- 
inder has been bored to the correct 
size it is slid over an electric globe. 
A piston gauge of the exact stte ol 
a piston head is then slid into the 
cylinder and the tester examines il 
carefully to ascertain if any 
light 


leaks around .the gauge. If there is 
no sign of light it means that the 
cylirder has been bored properly but 
if light shows the cylinder is reject- 
ed as defective.

FIGHT CONTRACTS 


THROUGH COURTS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Chicago, Jan. 21. — The Federal 


League today notified the powers of 
organized baseball that their signing 
of players already 
under 
contract 


with the Federals will be fought in 
and out of the civil courts. This ul- 
timatum was in the form of a tele- 
gram which President Gilmore of the 
Federal 
league 
sent to President 


Baker of the Philadelphia Nationals 
declaring-he would "protect" the con- 
tracts signed by Ad Brennan and Will 
Killifer. 


The telegram read: "We hereby of- 


ficially notify you that Ad Brennan 
and William Killifer have signed con- 
tracts with Chicago Federals and have 
received advance money. Qoth our 
players and their contracts will be 
protected " 


So far the Federal league claims 


not to have tried to sign a player al- 
ready under contract with a club of 
another league. It has been working 
on the theory that a player's contract 
would hold good in a civil court, 
though it has not respected the re- 
serve clause. 


Should the Philadelphia Nationals 


sign Killifer and Brennan,and a civil 
«ourt uphold their "jumping" their 
Federal contracts, the decision might 
start a free-for-all campaign for big 
league players already signed, unless 
the decision was based en the validity 
of the reserve clause in the Philadel- 
phia contracts signed by the two men. 


The players' fraternity will not re- 


tain on its membership rolls anyone 
who breaks a contract, according to 
Otto Knabe, manager of the Baltimore 
Federals, who arrived 
here 
today. 


This, and the understanding that the 
American League will not tamper with 
signed players is believed to indicate 
that contracts will be generally 
re- 


spected. 


Knabe announced he had.elgnt "big 


league" players* under contract

Few of them 
own "dress suits" and their names 
rarely appear in the select columns 
of high society. 


A printer 
on newspaper work 


spends his time putting into type the 
history of the world. All forms of 
human activity pass through his 
brain and hands before the record is 
spread before the world. His mind is 
a storehouse of human experiences, 
and he looks at life with the matur- 
ity that grows out of this background 
of intelligence. 


A man before whom this daily pic- 


ture of crime and punishment is 
spread must be a fool indeed, if he 
did not acquire a pretty just estimate 
of the real values of life.

thousands of human stories that come 
to his attention, the value of law- 
abiding conduct is to him axiomatic.
